A few years ago, he said, Euro¬ 
pean firms generally were somewhat 
indifferent when Canadian trade com- 
missioners approached them with a 
view to increasing business. However 
hard the Dominion representatives 
labored they could not work up any 
enthusiasm. But the situation lias 
changed very considerably since then. 

• and with the aid of Canadian firms 
the amount of business will be in¬ 
creased very materially,” Mr. Guay

No Discussion Was Started and Com¬ 
mission Adjourned 

Failure faces the League of Na¬ 
tions final effort to launch an inter¬ 
national convention for control and 
publicity of private and government¬ 
al anus production. 

Count Von Bernstoff, of Germany, 
appealed to the commission for gen¬ 
eral discussion, and not a single 
speaker rose to open the discussion. 
The commission was obliged to ad¬ 
journ after naming a sub-commis¬ 
sion. 

Bernstoff asked for discussion to 
ascertain any changes in opinion 
since the last meeting. Virtually all 
nations had accepted the principle of 
control of government production, 
but the commission has nat been able 
to agreo on details of control of pri¬ 
vate production.

You examine a tooth following its 
extraction, and you wonder Just why 
it was so hard to pull. 

And also, being just bony tissue, as 
it seems, you cannot sec how It could 
hurt quite as much as it did. 

But the tooth Is not simply bone 
tissue encased In bone, for, between 
the two there Is a soft tissue lining 
called the pericementum. It is In¬ 
to this tissue that are attached the 
myriads of tiny fibers which hold 
the tooth in place. 

Now you will remember how, in 
"Gulliver’s Travels", the Lilliputian 
chains were like so many fragile 
strands of thread, yet together, in 
their thousands, they sufficed to hold 
Gulliver securely to the ground. So 
when a tooth is drawn, those count¬ 
less fibers have to be literally torn 
, across, requiring a great expenditure 
of force; with this rending, they "cry 
loudly," causing pain. 

Remember, too, that in the single 
rooted teeth there is oft times a bul 
bous portion on the root, while with 
the multirootcd teeth these roots are 
generally spreading and not infre¬ 
quently crooked, all of which make 
for their stability In tho bony Jaw*. 

So that in extraction the problem 
•events of forcing these enlarged 
ad spreading or crooked roots thru 
is narrow aperture of tho rupportlng 
which rnuMv fits the tooth neck 
Where the alveolus la light, thlr 
’ fairly easy of accomplishment 
’^ouwh poringing apart the alveolar 
plates", but where the bone is thick 
'd don e. or the roots unduly spread 
• crooked greater difficulty is met 
a such cases, the difficulties are ove- 
•me through resorting to other 
dhods of extraction. 

But of course, it does seem but a 
mple matter to have a tooth pulled 
'oc«n’t it? 

Yet, It must not bo forgotten that 
very extraction, no matter how ap¬ 
parently simple, is a surgical oper- 
tlon, wherein the body tissues arc 
xposed to Infection with its grave 
anscquenccs to health and life, and 
snee. tooth extraction should not be 
oo lightly regarded. Post-operative 
are and cleanliness Is ns important 
o the guarding against pain and 
»ther complications an would be the 
? ase where the wound in any other 
oart of the body. Much suffering 
’s occasioned by particles of food lod¬ 
ging in the sockets after the teeth 
have been extracted. Unless this 
food Is properly removed it will quick¬ 
ly decompose and set up au acute in*

He covered the 
organisation and operation of the 
Dairy Pool in a very clear and com¬ 
prehensive manner. He payed sepec- 
ial attention to centralizer System 
of Creameries which is being Intro¬ 
duced as being the best suited to our 
conditions. At present centralizers 
are located at Edmonton, Alix, and 
Calgary serving the north, crti'ral, 
and emithtrft districts in the order 
named. As soon as production Jus¬ 
tifies the expends ure Mr. L*>ve in- ( 
dlcated that a more pou'hcr’y ere \n- 
ery would be built, probably a* Loth 
bridge. As a result of the opor tl n 
of trucks and other improved r e'hxls 
of transportation Mr. Love think- 
that the local creamery has HtMe fut¬ 
ure before It and he ittdWed »ha* 
they afce being rapidly cbfrd . The 
orincipal reason for th’n be’ng th t 
hey cannot compete in economy of 
nanufacturlng with creamerle *. of , 
larger output. The object of the 1 
oool is to reduce the cost of process- j 
tng and marketing the producers I 
cream to as low a point as possible. 
The full market piles of, cream Is 
oald time of delivery and any add¬ 
itional revenue is deducted. The 
Pool la paying a considerable amount 
out in the way of added revenue. The 
Centralizers are responsible for the 
manufacture of the butter while the 
sales are taken care of by the Central 
Organization known as the Alberta 
Dairy Pool. 

The farm flock at the Provincial 
School of Agriculture, Raymond, in 
1928 consisted of 42 mature Oxford 
ewes, the flock sire, and eleven ewe 
lambs. The average clip was Just over 
12 pounds. The gross returnes from 
this flock for the year amounted t~ 
approximately $740.00 divided a 
follows: Wool $170.00, 9 ra 

lambs at $30.00, $270.00, 8 aged 

ewes $125.00, 13 wether l'unha, $1"5 

This does not take into accoun* 
25 ewe lambs which will be used for 
replacement purposes and which may 
be conservatievly valued at $25.00 
each or a total of $625.00. If from 
this amount is deducted the price of 
i the aged ewes sold (which was act¬ 
ually a reduction in capital stock) we 
still have an Increase value of$500.00 
which would much more than offset 
, any deterioration by age of the breed¬ 
ing flock. In other words the $740 
may be considered a very conserva¬ 
tive estimat of the gross Income On 
54 head, which was the number in the 
breeding flock, this amounts to a 
gross Income of $13.70 per head. 

While such a return looks extream- 
ly intriguing the question which the 
practical farmer will ask is "Thats 
all very well but what did it cost to 
take care of them?" Such a ques¬ 
tion is a bit difficult to answer in 
exact terms because the sheep were 
pastured with other stock and the 
time used in their care was not kept 
track of. If the $3 70 were taken 
off we are sure that it would more 
than cover all cost*, still leaving $10. 
per head profit, after capital replace¬ 
ments have been deducted. 

We might however, figure It an 
other way. 15 acres of sweet clover 
pasture was able to carry the follow¬ 
ing stock for apnroximatlelv four 
months beginlng Mav 15th., 22 ma¬ 
ture cattle and counting two lambs 
a* one ma'ure sheen, the equivalent 
of 74 sheep It is generally conced¬ 
ed that 5 sheep will require approx¬ 
imately the same pasture as one mat¬ 
ure cow. but our sheep are rather 
large so we will use four sheep as the 
pasturing equivalent of one cow. That 
is to say that this pasture could have 
carried 88 more sheep or 162 head 
altogether. This is an average of 
over 10 head per acre. Charging 
$5.00 an acre for the use of the land 
would bring the pasture costs to 50 
cents per head. We are satisfied 
that, including shearing, the attent¬ 
ion at lambing time and time spent 
in fencing etc. not over two wc ks 
total time of one man was spjr’. in 
ci-ring for the Fheep. Put this in at 
$50.00 or approximately $1.00 per 
head. 

Aside from the pasture the sheep 
largely ate crop aftermath including 
beet tops, fall alfalfa growth, and 
grain in stubble fields.

50 cents per head, Labor ....1.00 per 
head, Winter feeding $1.00 per head, 
Total cost of $2.50 per head. 

These costs we realize are low com¬ 
pared to average costs of handling 
farm flocks, but under our method 
of handling with labor and feeding 
reduced to a minimum we feel it close 
ly approximates actual facts. Our 
not return then according to these 
figures would be approximately $11.00 
per ewe. We feel that sweet clover 
has been largely rsponsible for such 
excellent returns. We have found 
it extreamely satisfactory as a pas¬ 
ture crop. 

There is another phase of the value 
of sheep on the farm which is very 
important. We speak now of the con¬ 
trol of weeds. Such weeds as per- 
renial sow thistle are relished by 
sheep and can be effectively control¬ 
led by them especially along ditch 
banks, and fence rows where culti¬ 
vation is difficult or impossible. We 
are projecting a plan for next season 
whereby easily moved tmporary fen¬ 
ces may be employed to confine our 
flock to wed infested areas as we feel 
that this is an inexpensive and ef¬ 
fective method of eradication.
